Business is still booming but people hardly 
ever talk shop in town the atomic bomb built 
hy FRANCIS SILL WICKWARE 


A year after the big boom at Hiroshima, while the outer world 
worries and wrangles over the atomic bomb, the brand-new city of 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., where the bomb’s lethal uranium is purified, is 
gradually getting used to being a real place with its name on the 
map instead of a top-drawer secret. People there are convinced 
their city has an active future. On V-J Day some citizens thought 
the project would be liquidated in short order, but no one doubts 
any more that production of fissionable uranium (known locally 
as “the stuff”) will continue apace with or without the approval 
of foreign statesmen. Far behind the tall, barbed-wire fences, be- 
neath the floodlights and the watchtowers, the vast, smokeless, 
weirdly silent plants of Tennessee Eastman Corporation and Car- 
bide and Carbon Chemicals Corporation operate 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week and now produce several times as much ura- 
nium as they did when the war ended. 

This possibly dubious accomplishment is the result of improve- 
ments in methods and processes, because the factories employ 
fewer actual production workers than a year ago. Oak Ridge now 
has a normal, stable population of about 45,000, including some 
15,000 women and children, At the roaring peak in 1944 there 
were more than 80,000 people jammed into the’ reservation, and 
Oak Ridge nearly exploded. The original workers and builders 
came from every section of the U.S. and from every stratum of 
American life. There were steel- and ironworkers from Pittsburgh; 
Grand Rapids woodworkers; machinists from Detroit; electrical 
engineers from TVA, Grand Coulee and Boulder; truckers, rivet- 
ers, crane operators from everywhere. Thrown together, they 
formed a critical human mass, and for a time Oak Ridge was like a 
wild West frontier town of the 1870s. 

Today, against this tumultuous background, Oak Ridge has 
grown up as a settled, genteel community. Probably the most con- 
spicuous thing about it is the youthfulness of the inhabitants. 
The crowds on the streets are composed almost entirely of people 
who look well under 30, and even in the conclaves of scientists it 
is rare to find a man of 40. This reflects the fact that young scien- 
tists were more willing and able than older men to pull up stakes 
and embark on an unknown project. As a result Oak Ridge is an 
uncommonly healthy, vigorous city where the number of births is 
nearly 10 times the deaths. :

the Roane-Anderson Company 
(named for the two counties 
in which the area is situated), 
a subsidiary of the Turner 
Construction Company of New 
York. Roane-Anderson super- 
vises publicutilities, water sup- 
ply and sewage disposal, and 
also leases concessions to out- 
side merchants. A private bus- 
iness coming to Oak Ridge oc- 
cupies government premises, 
uses government services and 
pays a percentage of gross in- 
come to the government to 
cover these and other oper- 
ating expenses, including taxes. 
In addition to Roane-Ander-

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most people hold their outings 
and picnics off the reserva- 
tion, usually somewhere on 
Norris Dam lake, about an 
hour away by automobile. 

There is little talk of-atomic 
affairs in Oak Ridge. The Jour- 
nal, of course, prints atomic 
news, local theaters show the 
Bikini pictures and in high 
echelons there is occasional 
discussion of civilian vs. mili- 
tary control of the project. In 
ordinary conversation, how- 
ever, Oak Ridgers almost never 
mention “the stuff,” and after-

Heavy fines andstiff prison 
sentences await anyone divulg- 
ing confidential information, 
and it is not always easy to 
know just what “confidential” 
means. An air of secrecy—i 
not fear—still blankets the 

roject. This is undoubtedly a 
Lerver from early days when 
private parties of more than 
seven persons were viewed 
with suspicion by security 
agents,-and Oak Ridgers were 
wary about inviting the same 
guests very frequently. For it 
was common knowledge then 
that on every level special FBI 
and Army Intelligence men 
worked, lived and ntingled 
with the ordinary citizens— 
they might have shared the 
$20-per-month dormitory 
room with a Carbide worker or 
played neighborly bridge with 
one of the chief technicians at 
Monsanto Chemical’s ultrase- 
cret Clinton Laboratories. It 
was hard to tell friend from spy 
and people still find it hard to 
believe that this surveillance 
has been materially relaxed. 
For example, while the plants 
were building, immense quan- 
tities of Monel metal pipe ar- 
rived at Tennessee Eastman, 
and machinists fashioned 
bracelets, rings, watch chains 
and other baubles of Monel by 
the gross. After the FBI moved 


to check the waste, possession’ 


of any piece of the metal was 
good for a term in prison. The 
story is told of a Tennessee 
Eastman executive wearing a 
pre-Oak Ridge Monel identi- 
fication bracelet who was re- 
ported by his own secretary 
and spent 12 hours in custody 
before he could prove that he 
had come by it legitimately.

course of safety and wisdom is 
to divulge nothing to anyone. 

Oak Ridgers take their work 
for granted. “It’s just another 
job to me,” a Carbide man 
said. “I used to drive a main- 
tenance-and-repair truck for 
the telephone company in 
Philadelphia, and sometimes 
after storms and floods some 
of the work was pretty excit- 
ing, but I didn’t come home 
and jaw the wife’s ear off about 
it. Here I don’t know what the

Jobs at Oak Ridge still are as 
tightly compartmented as ever. 
No man moves outside his 
special area.

More and more outsiders 
come to Oak Ridge these days, 
but all must have Army clear. 
ance before entering the area 
and all must have a specific, 
legitimate reason for their vis- 
its. There has been no loosen- 
ing of restrictions on what any. 
visitor, even a touring U.S. 
senator, may see, or where he 
may go with the exception of 
the town itself. Recently parts 
of Oak Ridge were photo- 
graphed by camera crews from 
the March of Time and Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer, both with 
atomic pictures in preparation, 
The latter crew wanted to take 
a long-range shot of the Car- 
bide plantandasked permission 
to set up the camera just in- 
side the outer fence, since the 
wire would show up on the 
film. This was against regula- 
tions, but after numerous calls 
to Washington the authorities 
finally agreed that the camera 
might be elevated above the 
fence level but still on the out- 
side. 

Although it is inconvenient, 
Oak Ridge purposely has no 
airport, and the nearest main 
railroad passenger station is at 
Knoxville, some 18 miles away.

Like a man overburdened with cash, the U.S. last week 
was putting its resources in the bank. The resources 
were the battleships, carriers, tugs and landing ships 
which the nation strained and sweated to build and 
which now make it history’s mightiest sea power. The 
banking process was a tremendously complex maneu- 
ver called Operation Zipper whereby two thirds of the 
Navy is being preserved in combat readiness, 

Combat readiness means that, except for perishables 
id inflammables, the ships are completely stocked for 
a duty and are weather-proofed with quickly remov- 
able materials. All the zipper fleet's ships could be un- 
zipped in 10 to 30 days, making it very nearly as potent 
a strategic weapon as a leet with steam up. By Navy 


plan, one third of its fleet will be kept manned and 
activated. Operation Zipper helps implement the new 
U.S. policy of speaking loudly besides carrying a big 
stick. Three times recently the U.S. has showed off its 
naval power as a diplomatic weapon. It dispatched 
the mammoth Missouri to Turkey when that country 
was under Russian pressure. It assigned naval unils to 
disputed Trieste. It sent others to call on Portugal, from 
which it seeks Azores bases.

WHAT'S THE SCORE? 


A NATION TOO FULL OF WORRIES CAN AFFORD A QUICK LOOK AT WHAT IS RIGHT WITH ITSELF 


By sensible measurement this season of the 


year, not Jan, 1, should mark the beginning of 
the New Year. It is in the forthcoming days 
thatschools reopen, harvests are gathered and, 


fresh from vacations, we return to old jobs. 
It is a useful time to look at the score. In the 
last 10 or 15 years a change has come over us. 
‘They spoke ‘of it first overseas. The young 
men who won our late war were children of 
the locust years, their national exuberance 
tempered by economic uncertainties they had 
lived through. This touch of not-quite-sure- 
ness was also typical of Americans at home. 
A year after the war the national temper is 
still introspective. 


Fuss-budgets 


We worry whether we are doing eno 
feed the starving of the world; then 
whether we are merely sending the “gravy 
train” abroad, playing’ the old sucker game. 
We worry about politics and about Congress 
and about the conduct of the government of 
the U.S. We worry about foreign affairs. We 
worry about prices. And we worry a lot about 
production and about labor. Nobody would 
want us to become smug and complacent, but 
don’t we need a more balanced realism 

Let us look at some scores. 

We undertook to send 10,723,860 tons of 
food overseas before the first of July, We ac- 
tually gathered together and shipped 10,- 
750,670 tons, 26,810 more than promised. 
Possibly our commitment was not high 
enough, perhaps there was some mishandling 
and may Ni some of the food got into unde- 
servin, tinal But the U.S. shipped more than 
y other country; we saved uncounted lives; 
we nurtured hungry children, It is hard to 
call that a losing tally. 

We worry about Congress, which in the last 
session almost broke its back bowing before 
pressures. Yet, on balance, it is fair to say 
that few if any Congresses in U.S. history en- 
acted more legislation of equal importance. 
The 79th Congress took us into the United 
Nations and followed with such necessary 
implementing steps as financing UNRRA, the 
Bretton Woods pact and the British loan. It 
also eccepted the compulsory jurisdiction of 
the World Court and approved a domestic 
atomic:control plan which has the merit of 
placing atomic developments in civilian hands. 

We worry a great deal about inflation and 
whether we have it or will get it. However dur- 
ing the three anda half weeks in which there was 
no OPA control, consumersshowedacommend- 
able lack of panic in buying, and producers, 
broadly speaking, showed a comparable aware- 
ness of the evils of rapid price increases. The 
actual advance in the cost of living during the 
uncontrolled period was, according to Presi- 
dent Truman, quoting the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, 24.8%, This, coupled with the same 
bureau’s estimated rise in living costs of 437% 
since August 1939, in the last year, is not good, 
but considering what might have happened. 
what did happen after the last war—it may still 
stand as a winning score. 

One of our biggest worries is production. 
We feel baffled, even defeated, by the fact 
that our great automobile industry, which had 
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planned to turn out more than 5,000,000 cars 
in the first postwar year, in fact produced 
only 1,750,000 by the first of last month. 

It is when we get into this matter of pro- 
duction that our national mood comes into 
clearest relief. For we have been proud of the 
bright efficiency of our factories and of the 
push and ingenuity of our workers. Today we 
hear from the Civilian Production Admini 
tration that over-all production is 17% above 
1941. But we still feel that all is not right in 
the plants. The stock market last week re- 
flected the national jitters, 


Slowdowns 


In industry they complain of a general let- 
down in individual-worker efficiency since V-J 
Day. At Ford and General Motors theymeasure 
itabove 30%. This isa disputed and illusive fig- 
ure, But the inescapable fact is that if the 
American factory worker is not taking it easy, 
he is at least taking it easier. Those labor and 
industrial leaders who take time for contem- 
plation come up with two general answers: 
1) workers, like everybody else, have gone 
through five trying years; they are tired; 2) 
jobs are easy to get; why break your neck 

The last two puni g decades, however, 
have brought home to Americans that there is 
more to living than merely earning a living or 
enjoying gadgets. Those who seck the answers 
to our present dreary and interminable labor- 
management disputes may have to look be- 
yond the obvious if they are to discover why 
men act as they do. ‘ 

They may well advance from the specific 
items that cause our self-criticism to those 
general yearnings that prompt so much intro- 
spection. Thus they may find a nation that is, 
as its literature and culture suggest, renounc- 
ing the irresponsibility of its 1920s, the stark, 
depressed cynicism of its 1930s and which is 
now, in its more mature mid-1940s, probing 
relentlessly for the outlines of a more amiable 
way of life. 

It is conceivable that a great many Amer- 
icans never expect to work quite so hard again 
in the drab routine of mass production, 

In focusing discussion on the tangibles of 
wages and hours and conditions of work or 
upon union irresistibility or management im- 
movability we make a mistake, We are in fact 
only looking at what are ways and means. We 
miss the main ‘his the ends and ob- 
jectives at which these ways and means are 
aimed. These desired objectives, of course, are 
man’s usual, normal andageless quest for a less 
harried, more genial existence. Itisan evidence 
of our growth—and many of our present 
troubles are only growing pains—that we 
realize we must improve our politics, our gov- 
ernment, our foreign relations, our econom- 
ics and our daily breadwinning if we are to 
enjoy a better life. 

This can be said in many words, and it can 
be said in the long words so popular these 
days when we talk in our dialectics about our 
new social awareness or about our “presenti- 
ment of values beyond the uniqueness of our 
times.” But it can also be told in simpler 
terms. For here we have a nation that in this 
generation stubbed its toe in its Wilsonian 


peace crusade, that fell unexpectedly flat on 
its face in the very middle of its Coolidge- 
Hoover “ever-rising economic plane” and 
which some skeptics thought would never 
survive the experimental remedies of “Dr. 
New Deal.” Yet the U.S. did survive, did coil 
its mighty resources and spring them forth 
over seas and continents, clearing much that 
was foul and evil in the world, and now the 
U.S., with much fearfulness of making mis- 
takes, is emerging into its new position of 
world leadership. 


What We Want 


It is said that a generation living through a 
war seldom finds things quite the same as be- 
fore. That is usually true in a moral sense; 
often it is only too tragically so in a physical 
sense. But the moral climate of the us to- 
day, as evidenced by the things we worry 
about, is better than it has been at many other 
periods in history. Our physical plant is, of 
course, better than ever, as even a cursory 
glance at our land reveals. For, despite abuse, 
we still have a richly endowed land jin its vast 
fertile acres, its waterpower and in its range 
and quantity of natural resources, 

It is a land greatly improved by what the 
hand of man has added in homes and farms 
and factories. This year, again, it is giving us 
a record crop, and more than 60,000,000 
Americans now have civilian jobs. Finally, it 
is a pretty land, as the returning vacationers 
can testify. Its charms extend from the reach- 
ing church spires of New England to the spe- 
cial kinds of beauty in Hollywood and from 
the lush Northwest to ever-blossoming Flor- 
ida. If we cannot continue to progress toward 
our goal of happier lives with all this grace to 
work with, the shame can only be ours. So, 
look well at our land in the coming colorful 
autumn weeks. Let our forebodings again be- 
come secondary to our vision.

OF CALCUTTA 


Carrion birds feast on victims 
of bloody religious riot in India 


In the streets of Calcutta for four days last month 
Hindus and Moslems clashed in savage rioting. The 
riot subsided, leaving the sun-baked streets littered 
with dead and dying. For a while the streets were 
quiet. 

Then the vultures came down. In India they are 
not unaccustomed to the taste of human flesh, for 
the Parsis leave their corpses unburied on ceremo- 
nial towers where carrion birds may eat them. At- 
tracted by sight rather than by smell, the vultures 
swooped down into the death-filled streets of Cal- 
cutta. Clacking their curved beaks, beating their 
enormous wings to keep balance, the birds tore at 
the dead. 

Margaret Bourke-White, LIFE photographer, 
ventured into a street of upper Chitpur Road where 
the fierce fighting had occurred. There she saw and 
photographed the hideous sight (right). Hindus and 
Moslems lay side by side, putrefying in the 95 de- 
grees of humid summer heat. Some vultures had 
eaten so much that they could barely fly. They 
hovered, digesting, on nearby roofs and walls (above). 
But many were still hungry. Indian burial parties, 
walking barefoot through the bloody streets, had 
to beat the birds away to bury what was left. 

All this was a symbolic segment of the current 
struggle between Hindus and Moslems over the fu- 
turegovernment of theindependent India that is now 
approaching its birth. In these riots an estimated 
7,000 people were killed and another 20,000 injured.

ican businessman who is frequently 
referred to in the newspapers as Presi- 
dent Truman’s “court jester” and intimate 
adviser and as “one of the most powerful men 
in Washington,” eased himself into the cor- 
ner of a large, soft sofa. The scene was his 
spacious apartment in the Wardman Park Hotel 
and the time was shortly after dinner. As usual 
Allen was in a richly contented mood. He had 
just put in a busy day at his official job as direc- 
tor of the world’s biggest bank—the $15 billion, 
taxpayer-supported Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. He had also spent a couple of 
hours at the White House, advising the Presi- 
dent. And he had given at least some passing 
thoughts to his flourishing private affairs, which 
include directorships and investments in 17 
steel, aviation, chemical, hotel and insurance 
corporations, as well as affiliations with the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, Red 
Cross and the Boy Scouts of America, in which 
he holds the rare Award of the Silver Buffalo. 
But he was not at all tired, he said, and he 
readily agreed to be interviewed by LIFE. 
“T’m an optimist,” he told me very heartily. 
“All of us around the President now are opti- 
mists. We're not brilliant like Corcoran or 
great thinkers like Archie MacLeish. But we're 
all hard-working, honest and loyal, and what 
more could you ask?

tive. But in a crisis they'll hit it about right. 

“T’m not a great liberal. And I'm not a great 
conservative. I think I’m rather shallow. That’s 
a truthful analysis of me, and maybe it’s bad. 
What saves me is that I’m a one-track fellow— 
nothing ever pulls me one way or the other. 

"And I've got no idea of saving the world. 
The world gotta be saved without Allen or 
it won't be saved.” 

Allen chuckled warmly and scooped up a 
couple of chocolate creams from a low table in 
front of the sofa. 

“They really raked me over the coals when 
the President appointed me to the RFC last 
winter,” he said. “Senator Taft stood up there 
and said I had no business running such a big 
organization, no experience for it, no qualifica- 
tions at all. I guess he was pretty much right. 
I know less about economics than anybody 
you ever saw. 

“don’t blame Senator Taft for saying all 
those things about me. He was only doing his 
duty. If Thad been in his shoes I probably 
would have done the same thing. He’s a fine 
man, a very able man. ‘All those Republican 
senators up there who were cutting me to pieces 
—they’re all good men, swell fellows. 

“T’m not mad at them. I’m not mad at any- 
body. Practically all that goes on in this town is 
feudin’—the Congress feudin’ with the Presi- 
dent, the cabinet secretaries feudin’ with 
each other, the politicians feudin’, I'm not 
feudin’ with anybody. Maybe that’s why the 
President can stand it to have me around some- 
times.”

“Sinister—sly—that’s wonderful!” he cried. “Allen is crafty—I 
love that! You know, Drew Pearson and those writers do a great 
service checking up on that kind of stuff—they keep fellows like 
me on our toes! 

“But what I like is what Fortune said about me. They said Allen 
was just as sinister as Shirley Temple! 

“Why, if I tried to do anything crooked down at RFC I would 
be caught in 15 minutes flat. There’s nothing moral about it—I’ve 
gotta be honest because I don’t dare try to pull anything. In this 
town you live in a goldfish bowl, and every telephone is tapped, 
and there's a recording machine under every chair. Half the officials 
at RFC are Republicans, just waiting to catch a Democrat like me! 

“I made a count the other day and there’s 50 high-priced men. 
down there going over every loan and deal I ever had anything to 
do with, Allen may be at heart fundamentally a crook. But Allen is 
smart enough to know that out of 50 men, at least one would tell!” 

Allen munched another chocolate cream and meditated for awhile. 

“How did you get to be known as a court jester?” I asked. 

“Tl tell you about that,” he said. “I tell a lot of jokes on myself 
—I make out I’m the dumbest, unluckiest man in the whole world, 
I found outa long time ago that'when a man is always boasting how 

ood he is people get bored and forget him. But when a man tells 
‘ow bad he is—what a bungler—then people like him. 

“Like the time I was in France at Eisenhower’s headquarters, 
in charge of war-prisoner work for the Red Cross, The Germans 
made an air raid and of course I was the first one down to the bomb 
shelter. I ran in and slammed the door, and it got jammed some- 
how, and nobody else could get in till the raid was over. There was 
Ike on the outside and me on the inside—the Supreme Command- 
er locked out of his own bomb shelter! We laughed and laughed 
about that, and it still makes a great story.” 

Allen got up and hunted around the room until he found a pho- 
tostat copy of a letter he received from Eisenhower in 1943, short- 
ly after the successful completion of the North African campaign. 
Tt read in part, “I am sure you recognize in this campaign the 
grand strategy and tactics which you so carefully and enthusiastic. 
ally advocated while you were in London, Your advice was of in- 

iculable value to the Allies! . . . Sincerely, Ike.” 

“'T put the original of that in a safe-deposit box to be opened 100 
ears from now,” he grinned. “I’m going to confuse the hell out of 
istorians. They'll think Allen played a big part in winning the 

war.” 

Another semimilitary souvenir which Allen treasures is a framed 
photograph of President Truman with the inscription, “To 'Mar- 
shall’ Allen, a grand man, a great politician and my friend—Harry 
S. Truman.” Allen got this picture last year at about the time 
Marshal Zhukov of Russia was supposed to make a trip to the U.S. 
—a trip that was later called off. The President was mune te 
photograph for Zhukov but made an ink blot on the word ‘“Mar- 
shal” (which he also misspelled). Allen was standing nearby and 
the President announced, ‘I’m going to give this to Marshal Allen 
instead,” and completed the inscription to him, 


The President’s mother cracks a joke 


HE President has a wonderful sense of humor,” Allen told me. 
fe’s quick as a flash to see something funny and laugh at 
it. It isn’t so much jokes as it is just funny things that happen. 
The first time I met the President’s 93-year-old mother, somebody 
introduced me to her as a Mississippi boy, and I said, ‘Yes, Mrs. 
Truman, I never did see a Republican till I was 16.’ She said, right 
off, ‘You didn’t miss much, did you?’ The President got a great 
kick out of that—to see his mother put one over on me.” 

Long before Truman ever expected to live in the White House, 
Allen was there, telling jokes and making himself agreeable to an- 
other friend of his, Franklin Roosevelt. In 1938, shortly after the 
death of Supreme Court Justice Cardozo, Allen was on a train with 
F.D.R. on a far Western tour. At Sparks, Nev. the President was 


called out on the platformand, seeing Allen lurking just behind him,

for spending so much money and promising to balance the budget. 
He really laid it on them. So when 1936 came and he had to make 
another speech at the same place in Pittsburgh, he figured he ought 
to make some answer to the 1932 spee ech. He told Sam Rosenman, 
‘Write me an answer to that speech.” 

“Sam didn’t say anything, but a few days later Roosevelt asked 

him again, ‘Sam, did you get an answer for that budget speech?” 
"Yes," says Sam, ‘T've got one,” Roosevelt was all pleased and 
d; he leans over and says, ‘Well, what is it?’ ‘Deny you made 
ys Sam.” 
. Allen walked into the room just as I happened to mention 
Allen’s famous football story, a joke which has appeared in print 
almost annually for the last 10 or 12 years. “I'll seream if I hear 
those old stories again!” she exclaimed and beat a hasty retreat. 
Mrs, Allen is a pretty blonde with big blue eyes, a turned-up nose 
and her own idea of what is funny. 

‘The football story concerns a 1916 game between Georgia ‘Tech 
and Cumberland University from Lebanon, Tenn., which ended in 
ascore of Tech 222—Cumberland 0. Allen was playing fullback for 
Cumberland that year and one of the Atlanta sportswriters re- 
ported he made the best Cumberland run of the game, “losing only 
six yards on the play.” Allen has been telling this story (which is 
true) on himself for at least 25 years, with a number oleharacies 
istic exaggerations. 

“Take my advice and leave the football story out of this inter- 
view,” Allen suggested. “It’s getting pretty stale.” 

Another well-told anecdote relates to the first case Allen ever 
handled as a young lawyer in Okolona, Miss. His client was a lady 
who had fallen over her umbrella and received injuries in a rail- 
road station. 

“We sued the railroad for $40,000 and settled for $10,” Allen 
usually tells this story. “She got $5 and I got $5—I was in no mood 
to dicker.” This joke was first printed in 1934. 

From Okolona, Allen moved on to France as a first lieutenant 
in World War I and then to Greensburg, Ind., where a college 
friend of his advised him to continue his legal career. One day, 
arguing a case concerning the Indiana State Chamber of Com- 
merce, Allen decided to tell a joke. He said that the situation re- 
minded him of a girl he had known down South whose father 
caught her kissing a boy goodnight. The old man gave her a scold- 
ing and the daughter told him, "Now, daddy, you know it isn’t 
going to hurt me to kiss that boy, and it’s going to do him a power- 
ful lot of good.” 

Turning to the commissioner who was hearing the case, Allen 
continued in his syrupy-sweet Mississippi accent, “Now, you know

it isn’t going to hurt you to give my client this case, and it’s going 
to do me a powerful lot of good!” 

This plea won Allen the case and started him on a new kind of 
career, for the Chamber of Commerce secretary who was there fol- 
Jowed him out into the street and offered him a $100-a-week job 
soliciting memberships and telling funny stories all over the state 
of Indiana. This represented roughly an $80 increase over Allen’s 
law-office earnings at the time, so he accepted. 

The membership drive was a success and Allen then went on to 
a better-paid job for the Louisville, Ky. Convention and Publicity 
League, doing much the same kind of thing. Then he took a job as 
assistant manager of a resort hotel in West Baden, Ind., for even 
more money and eventually found himself teamed up with Hugh 
McLennan, a rich contractor who owned the Lake Shore Drive 
and other important hotels. ‘He built the hotels and I managed 
them,” Allen said. ‘He said it was all right for me to manage them 
because the guests would tell me what to do.” 

Tt was in Chicago that Allen made his first and only effort to 
market jokes on a comme cial basis, setting up what amounted to 
a “Five-Jokes-of-the-Week”, service for Kiwanis Clubs, ministers, 
sales managers and other experts. About 2,000 people paid $5 to 
receive five Allen jokes each week for six months, with printed in- 
structions for their most effective use. The enterprise started off 
with a bang but renewals were slow and died off within a year. 
"The jokes were just too corny,” Allen told me. 

In 1929 Allen was sent to Washington by a Chicago investment 
firm to run the 1,800-room Wardman Park Hotel, a favorite stop- 
ping place for senators, Supreme Court justices and other celebri- 
ties. The stock-market crash of that year threw the hotels into bank- 
ruptcy and Allen into a financial debacle of his own, from which he 
just managed to climb out this year by paying off the last of his de- 
pression debts. At the Chicago Democratic convention of 1932 he 
shared a room with his Mississippi and Wardman Park crony, 
Senator Pat Harrison. Fate arranged that this room was the very 
one where Jim Farley and Sam Rayburn made the famous deal 
which nominated Franklin D, Roosevelt for President, thus put 
ting Allen in at the very birth of the New Deal. 


Fame and fortune in Washington 


Th 1933, with the luxury hotel business at a very low point indeed, 
Allen teased Senator Harrison into getting him a White House 
appointment as District of Columbia commissioner, a job which 
corresponds to being mayor of Washington except that there are 
three district commissioners. Harrison obliged him, partly as a gag, 
but Allen took the appointment seriously and soon became a very 
colorful one-third mayor, 

“At first they thought I was only temporary,” Allen told me. 
“But there’s nothing so permanent as a temporary job in Washing- 
ton!” Combining the techniques of Jimmy Walker and Fiorello 
LaGuardia, Allen rode fire engines and bulldozers, welcomed dis- 
tinguished guests to the city, cracked jokes for the newspapers, de- 
manded more and more funds for the unemployed and staged a 
riotous “Tea Party” in 1936 to call attention to the undemocratic 
fact that residents of the nation’s capital are not allowed to vote. 
A whole squad of full-blooded Indians in war feathers, led by Allen, 
invaded the Democratic convention at Philadelphia that year, pass- 
ing out little bags of tea with tags reading, “No Taxation without 
Representation! Give the District of Columbia the Vote!” 

In 1938 Allen went back to private business as a well-paid 
($28,000 a year) vice president of the Home Insurance Company of 
New York, the largest fire-insurance combine in the U.S. {Home 
Insurance had recently been implicated in some unfortunate politi- 
cal deals in Missouri and desperately needed an experienced, like- 
able contact man in Washington to fan away the bad odor. Al- 
Jen proved ideal for this. He was elected to directorships in other im- 
portant companies, became chairman of the annual March of Dimes, 
a trustee of President Roosevelt’s Warm Springs Foundation and 
took on the relatively obscure but very well-posted job of secretary 
of the Democratic National Committee. 

This job took him to the Chicago convention of 1944, where he 
spent some time—but not much—with the vice-presidential possi- 
bility, Senator Harry S. Truman. After the convention was over, 
he went to Atlantic City to rest up but was called back to duty by 
Chairman Bob Hannegan, who asked him to hurry to Detroit and 
straighten out a serious tangle over Truman’s first campaign 
speech. Somebody in the National Committee had bungled and ac- 
cepted Labor Day speaking dates in Detroit from both the C.I.0. 
and the A.F.L., thinking they were the same thing. Allen flew to 
Ptroit, drank beer with the A.F.L. men at their hall and sweated

out a deal whereby Truman agreed to address a breakfast meeting 
of both groups, a daytime mass meeting of the C.1.O. in Cadillac 
Square and an evening banquet of the A.F.L. 

After this good deed Truman insisted that Allen go along with 
him on the rest of his 28,000-mile, three-week campaign tour—a trip 
which attracted little attention nationally but cemented closely the 
personal friendship of Allen and ‘Truman. A fev months later, just 
as he was falling to sleep in a ranch-hotel at Las Vegas, Nev., where 
he had gone for a lively vacation, Allen got the telephone call that 
told him Franklin Roosevelt was dead and that his friend Harry 
Truman wanted him back to help with the presidential chores. 

It is too soon yet to try to judge whether Allen’s biggest chore: 
his assignment to RFC as the President's representative and vir- 
tual successor to the great Jesse Jones—is a moderate success or a 
dismal flop. But it can safely be said that Allen is carrying on with 
the highest hopes and good humor. When I asked him what he 
thought about the future of America and American business, he 
exclaimed: 

“Wonderful! Wonderful! We're gonna have a wave of prosper. 
ity like you never saw in your life. And let me tell you this—we're 
never going to have another depression in this country. Why, 
neither party can afford to have one again! The RFC can stop it 
the Federal Reserve can stop it. All you have to do is create credit. 

"The whole thing is that people have got to have jobs. If busi- 
ness doesn’t give them jobs, then the government has got to step in 
and do it. I'm all for relief, pump-priming, deficit-spending and all 
those things when they’re needed, and I go straight down the line 
for the capitalist system and free enterprise, too. Maybe that isn’t 
good economics but it’s good common sense. Give the country 
honest government and prosperity, and they can’t keep you out of

HOW TO IRON A SHIRT 


Sit down at an ashestos-covered ironing board, approximately two feet 
wide (average board is 14 inches wide) and four feet long. The under 
side of the board should be about two inches above the thigh 
three-pound iron. (Average iron weighs five or six pounds.) 
lowing rules were worked out at Cornell University’s College of Home 
Economies, can save almost 50% of ironing time: 


1, Place the rolled, dampened shirt at the left end of the board. As 
the shirt is unrolled tail will fall over the side of the board and the 
yoke will be toward the worker. 


Pick up the right sleeve by the cuff and shoulder and turn it 

side up. Smooth the wrinkles toward the shoulder and cuff. 
Start ironing in the center of the sleeve toward the shoulder. Shift the 
iron to the left hand to iron the inside of cuff. Stretch and dry seams 
well. 


3. Turn the sleeve over and repeat the process 


4. Tron the top of the collar and the band while shirt is in the 
sleeve-ironing position, 


5. Next iron the left sleeve. To do this first cross the arms and pick 
the shirt up by the shoulders. Uneross the arms. flipping the shirt over 
at the same time. The right sleeve should now be hanging free over 
the left end of the board, The left sleeve will be stretched out ready for 
ironing. Iron the left sleeve and the underneath side of collar following 
procedure outlined above. 


6. Again cross the arms and flip the shirt over, front side up. 


7. Fold the yoke across the back. Do not always make this fold at 
the seam as constant folding and ironing in the same place may weak- 
en the fabric. Then iron the yoke and collar. 


8. Give the shirt a quarter turn, placing it lengthwise on the board. 
Collar is now at left end of board. Iron the inside of the left of the back 
and the yoke. Stretch and press dry the seams to prevent puckering. 


9. Fold unironed left front over the already ironed back. Smooth 
and iron the left front. Press the buttonhole band, then turn it back 
ard press it on the opposite side. 


10. Shift shirt slightly toward the back of board. Iron inside of back. 


11, Fold the unironed right front over the already ironed back. Iron 
the right front, 


12. Turn the button band over and press it on the underside. 


13. Turn the collar down into wearing position; fold the shirt.

Western diplomat, speaking with the bitterness of a long and frustrat- 
ing acquaintance, was discussing Viacheslav Mikhailovich Molotov 
and Andre Yanuarevitch Vishinsky, respe: y the Foreign Minis- 

principal Vice Foreign Minister of the Soviet Union. 
id the diplomat, “made Vishinsky to be a fundamentally de- 
cent human being. As for Molotov . 

The diplomat shook his head, sighed and left unsaid the corollary opin- 
ion, held by many, that God made Molotov to be Molotov. 

A British diplomat in Paris, where Molotov and Vishinsky are now ex- 
hibiting themselves and Soviet foreign policy at the Peace Conference, ex- 
pressed a feeling common to non-Russians who have had to spend much 
time with Moscow’s Foreign Minist 

“Molotov,” he said, has a face like a football, I always want to kick it.” 

This feeling is symptomatic. On the part of those who share it, it is at 
once a sign and a confession of a failure in human relations. The diplo- 
matic world—the only Western world which has had anything to do with 
or knows anything of Molotov—is full of people who have tried eve 
with him and found that nothing works. They have tried simple 
ness; they have tried the distant treatment; they have tried statis 
other forms of what are known to most men as and have found that 
the only facts are Molotov’s facts. They have tried jokes, music, alcohol. 
They have tried logic and complete illogic; they have tried courtesy and a 
s brutal and forthright as any ever practiced by Molotov him- 
self. All they have ever got for the pains has been the conviction that the 
only thing to do with Molotov is to kick him in the face. Nobody has yet 


ing for and about Vishinsky is different b is different. 
Molotov never gives or yields anything of himself. gives just 
enough of himself to make Westerners feel that they could like him and 
that he could like them if only he would yield a little more of the inner self 
which they sometimes think they sense behind his careful fagade. One dis- 
tinguished Westerner, Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin of Great Britain, 
has publicly referred to “the friendship between Mr. Vishinsky and my- 
self” and in the past has partly based his policy toward Russia on the hope 
that this friendship would haye some effect. Mr. Bevin has probably learned 
better by now. In the end Vishinsky invariably disappoints Westerners who 
think on first acquaintance that they may find a friend in him, He, too, 
withdraws and repels. He, too, does not allow anything like a lasting friend- 
ship to grow up between him and men from the tainted West. Probably he 
dares not allow it. 

‘Among his other uses Vishinsky serves a purpose for which he would be 
the last to claim credit. He is the perfect counterpoint to Molotov, what 
aviators would call a “fix,” whereby Westerners trying to evaluate the 
Foreign Minister can establish necessary points of reference which Molo- 
toy signally fails to provide. There is nothing familiar about Molotov. His 
most notable characteristic is a certain flinty roundness, unrelieved by the 

ks and crannies of personality which make men real and visible and 
comparable. Other diplomats, after spending days or weeks at a table with 
Molotov, have had an eerie sense of staring through and around but never 
at an unresponding enigma. Vishinsky’s pale, intense and jagged face, his 
alternating periods of feigned somnolence and lightning awareness, his un- 
doubted and often displayed resources of the mind and his sharp facility in 


debate make of him a whole person, memorable and remembered. One re- 
sult of this contrast is a tendency among diplomats to think and talk of 
Molotov in terms of comparison with Vishinsky, usually to Molotov’s dis- 
advantage. 

This Western habit makes Vishinsky unhappy, and it occasionally wor- 
ries people who are more concerned with the niceties and necessities of 
world diplomacy than with the conveniences of conversation and journal- 
ism. These gentlemen, who are forever indulging in the comparison them- 
selves, point out that it is no asset to a Russian diplomat to be esteemed 
abroad—quite the contrary. Some of them go so far as to say that every 
public indication of preference for Vishinsky, however qualified, is a dis- 
service not merely to him but to Western diplomacy. They assume that all 
such expressions are noted and frowned upon in Moscow and reason that 
this circumstance may explain his studious efforts to avoid any semblance 
of intimacy, personal or otherwise, with his Western confreres. But the 
habit persists; it has come to be a stock device of current diplomacy and 
diplomatic reporting. 

‘The first topic of comparison used to be: who is really No. 1, Molotov or 
Vishinsky? Back when people were always looking under the Russian bed, 
a favorite answer was that in foreign affairs Vishi was the true No. | 
after Stalin; Molotoy was only the front. Now that the -R. has dragged 
so much of its purposes and paraphernalia out from under the bed and 
stacked them on top for all to 
see, this devious supposition is 
no longer popular. Molotov is 
generally taken to be what he 
appears to be — Stalin's No. 1 
spokesman and instrument of 
foreign policy. Vishinsky, ac- 
cording to this prevalent and 
probably accurate opinion, is 
also what he appears to be — 
Molotov’s loyal inferior in ran! 
authority and Soviet prestigy 
Vishinsky is certainly No. 2 in 
the Russian Foreign Office (for- 
merly the Commissariat of For- 
eign Affairs), but only in the 
Foreign Office. Elsewhere in the 
Soviet scale he stands much 
lower. For example, he is not 
and never has been a member of 
that center of Soviet power, the 
Politburo. Molotov is a member 
and has been for years. Even 
after he became Foreign. Com- 
missar, Molotov was for a long 
time more concerned with inter- 
nal than with affairs.

including both their industrial 
and agricultural aspects, and 
his first specific task during the 
‘war was to supervise Soviet tank production. Even now domestic affai 
take up much of his time and energies when he is not abroad. At home Vish- 
insky attends to the detail of running the Foreign Office and keeps an eye 
on the judiciary, which he did much to shape in its present form. Molotov, 
with Stalin and their colleagues of the Politburo, attends to the running 
of all Russia. 

‘The most interesting and revealing comparisons are personal. It has been 
said that if by some molecular miracle the two men could be made one, the 
result would be a whole Russian. 

In private transactions with the diplomats of other nations Molotov al- 
most never lightens his air of deadly seriousness. Vishins ionally 
lets his-wit play. Last year when he was on the way to Romania with Aver- 
ell Harriman and Sir Archibald Clark Kerr, then the American and Brit- 
ish ambassadors to Moscow, Harriman asked Vishinsky how many votes he 
thought the Russians’ stooge government in Bucharest would get in an ab- 
solutely fair election. Vishinsky for a moment seemed to be nonplused. 
Then he smiled and spread the fingers of his right hand, fanwise, as though 
he were playing a piano. “In an absolutely fair election,” he said, “about 
45%, But,” and the two ambassadors saw him flick his little finger down- 
ward, “with just a little pressure, 90%.” When such stories are told of 
Vishinsky, the narrator usually adds that Molotov would never think of 
doing or saying such a thing. 

Molotov has never been known to show the slightest concern for what

other people and nations think of him as an individual. Vishinsky some- 
times does seem to worry about his personal standing abroad. At a dinner 
during the Potsdam Conference he fell into conversation with a Briton 
who speaks excellent Russian and knows a great deal about Russia. Their 
talk turned to the great purge trials of the late 1930s, in which Vishinksy 
gained his first international fame as the prosecutor. Vishinsky, who re- 
sents his world reputation as the “great inquisitor” of this period, said he 
was aware that people in other countries thought of him as a butcher who 
had sent many thousands of men to their deaths. “What you do not real. 
ize,” he then added, “is that in reality I saved many thousands of lives.” 
He explained that the ramifications of the plots against Stalin’s regime in- 
volved thousands upon thousands, so many that “we had to draw the line 
somewhere.” He drew the line and considered that he had saved the thou- 
sands on the living side of that line. “So you see,” Vishinsky concluded, “I 
am not such a bad fellow after all. 

Molotoy is thoroughly but narrowly informed; he is in no sense a cul- 
tured man. Vishinsky is cultured in the European sense. He is fluent in 
French; he more than once has betrayed keen interest in and wide knowl- 
edge of French art and literature, and he is especially well up on the con- 
tent and history of British law, which he has probably read in French trans- 
lations. His English is barely adequate. Moloto elemental but improy- 
ing. Both men are better at English than they usually admit; they apparently 
think it to their advantage to 
seem helpless when they hear 
English spoken. At the current 
Paris Conference they obvious: 
ly follow the British and Amer- 
ican statements in English with 
fair ease and, on one occasion 
when U.S. Secretary of Sta 
James F. Byrnes was proposing 
an important rules amendment, 
Vishinsky and Molotov visibly 
reacted before they had received 
the written translation in Rus- 
sian, 

Molotoy’s greatest asse 
his most infuriating qu 
international dealings is his in- 
vincible and unvarying air of 
rightness. He never reveals in 
the smallest degree any doubt 
that his argument of the mo- 
ment is the only argument or 
that the set of facts or alleged 
facts in use at any given time 
constitutes the only believable 
knowledge of the subject at 
hand. He may reverse his argu- 
ment; he may on one di ert 
as fact what he has denied a day 
or a month or a year before, but 
his conviction never varies, The 
representatives of other nations 
find this formidable righteous- 
ness hard to bear when Molotov 
is right, as he often is in limited 
f not in whole effect or meaning. They find it utterly maddening when 

hes them in the wrong or, what is worse, in some Western incon- 
of their own. At such times he is likely to stand up, entwine his 
hands lightly behind his back and adopt a throaty, self-satisfied tone suit- 
able to a Hollywood portrayal of a Russian archbishop admonishing his 
flock. This tone was conspicuously evident during the first fortnight of the 
Paris Peace Conference when Secretary Byrnes and the British did in fact 
depart from their original agreement on conference voting rules, thereby 
giving Molotoy full opportunity to play the archbishop. . 

Probably because he is more intelligent, Vishinsky is more supple and 
therefore more interesting in debate. He, too, can repeat and repeat and re- 
peat a point with maddening frequency. But he often introduces a personal 
variation which is, if anything, more galling than Molotoy’s incessant 
righteousness. By the tiniest flick of his mouth Vishinsky can let his adver- 
saries know that he knows that he is being absurd and then maintain the 
absurdity with a rigid and impenetrable intensity. Counterarguments, facts, 
cajolings are no more effective with him at such times than they are when 
he believes himself to be right. On these occasions opposing diplomats have 
found thems to their great astonishment, almost wishing that they 
were contending with Molotov instead of Vishinsky. 

It is characteristic of Molotov and typical of his Marxist indistinction 
that he changed his name early in his revolutionary career. Pseudonyms 
were then the revolutionary fashion, and most of Russia’s big men who

efforts. He survived these vicissitudes and had won considerable 
reputation as a criminal lawyer in czarist Moscow when the 1917 
revolution came. Leon Trotsky later said of him that he was in the 
revolution “on the other side of the barricades.” A greater Bolshe- 
vik, Lenin, said of his ilk, “For public manifestations of Menshev- 
ism our judges must condemn the culprits to death.” 

Vishinsky escaped that judgment by a belated stratagem. In 
1919, two years after the Bolsheviks had taken power, he left the 
disgraced but not yet outlawed Mensheviks and joined the Red 
Army. A year of unrecorded and presumably undistinguished serv- 
ice in the civil war of the time qualified him for public conversion 
to Bolshevism. It was as though Vishinsky’s friend Ernest Bevin, a 
sort of latter-day British Menshevik, were to leave the Labor party 
for the Communist party. When Bevin published his feeling for 
Vishinsky and implied that it was reciprocated, some people 


guessed that the two had found common ground in the Russian’s | 


abandoned but certainly remembered faith. This guess was prob- 


ably unfair to Vishinsky. His loyalty to Bolshevism since 1920 has | 


never been questioned by his colleagues and masters, who are not 
easily fooled. 

His first years of Bolshevism were not happy. This was the per- 
iod of what Vishinsky, the lawyer, later called “legal nihilism”; 
the time when law as such was 
held in public discredit and the 
Soviet courts were in the hands 
of men for whom Vishinsky had 
the deepest contempt. He lat- 
er said of them that they had 
turned “the highest institutions 
of legal learning. . . into a cattle 
shed.” It is hard for Westerners 
to think of Vishinsky, the prose- 
cutor and purger, as a legal re- 
former. But such he was, by his 
own standards and by the stand- 
ards which he eventually estab- 
lished in the Soviet Union. The 
Provecutors and jurists whom 

e fought and overcame, and 
many of whom he condemned 
to death, believed that formal 
law was a useless anachronism 
doomed to wither away as so- 
cialism. bloomed and that in the 
meantime it was a dangerous 
hindrance to the growth of so- 
cialism. In other words they re- 
fused to be bothered by law. 
This doctrine was anathema to 
Vishinsky. His concepts of law 
and justice were neither West- 
ern nor, by any acceptable hu- 
man standard, decent. But he 
believed in the substance and 
VISHINSKY'S DAUGHTER Zi the forms of law and he even 
da has his social grace, legal mind. believed that they should afford 

some protection to the indivi 
ual. In 1933 his appointment as the U.S.S.R.’s first “all-Union’ 
prosecutor, responsible for the Soviet Union’s entire judicial sys- 
tem, signalized his triumph over the prophets of legal nihilism. At 
that time he defined his job and, by implication, the role of socialist 
law: “The prosecutor of the Union is, before all, a political figure. 
Being the one who brings to reckoning the enemies of soclalien; 
his very work incarnates the principles of socialist doctrine and of 
the building of socialism.” 

The tradition of the law still runs in the Vishinsky family, He 
and his wife, Kapitolina Isidorovna, have one child, a tall and 
rather plain daughter named Zinaida. Like her father before her, 
she teaches criminal law at a school in Moscow. Early this year she 
accompanied Vishinsky to London for the founding sessions of the 
UN. People who met her there considered that she had inherited a 
good deal of Vishinsky’s skill and grace. Left-wing groups in Lon- 
don made much of her and she attended many meetings at which 
things highly derogatory to the Labor government's Russian policy 
were said. Zinaida always by-passed these remarks with tactful 
pleasantries and uttered no word to which the British government 
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es iomoars to ae could take exception.

Bevin taught Vishinsky to play darts and Vishinsky instructed 
Bevin at chess.

Possibly nobody had told Bevin about 
Vishinsky’s approach to ch ishinsky regards the game with 
that subtle humor which he sometimes brings to his diplomacy. 
He likes to think up outlandish variations and to toy with them 
until he is rested and ready for serious work. 

Molotov, whom no one could imagine playing darts ‘and whose 
chess game is as cold and stolid as his face, has had a career more 
nearly in the pattern that produced most of Russia’s present lead- 
ers. He was born Viacheslav Mikhailovich Scriabin, on March 9, 
1890, in what is now the Tatar Republic. Official Soviet biogra- 
phers skip lightly over his origins, an indication that his parents 
were respectably middle-class. When his family name was first dis- 
covered, it was supposed that he came of a moderately famous fam- 
ily of landed gentry, but most authorities now agree that Molotov’s 
immediate forbears were obscure tradesmen and professional men, 
related distantly if at all to the well-known composer, Scriabin, 
In any case he was grinding away with industry and (his biogra- 
phers say) notable brilliance at an orthodox gymnasium, or high 
school, in Kazan when the abortive 1905 revolution shook Russia 
and his generation. Soon he was reading Hegel, Marx and Engels 
and in 1906 he joined the Social Democratic party, from which 
the Communist party eventually emerged. It was then that he cast 
about for a proper pseudonym, hit upon molot, or hammer, and 
became Viacheslavy Molotov. 

His pre-1917 record included a vast amount of pamphleteering 
in St. Petersburg, where he intermittently attended the Polytech- 
nic Institute and labored jn the local underground; two short sen- 
tences in Siberia and two escapes; frequent arrests and interroga- 
tions by the czarist Cheka, and a formative, later valuable period 
as a pioneer editor of Pravda, when he also served the exiled Ni- 
colai Lenin as a sort of private correspondent. providing him with 
meticulous reports on party and national events. Molotov’s volu- 
minous and precise reporting inspired Lenin to call him “Russia’s 
best filing clerk,” a remark which was intended to he a compliment. 
The Social Democrats had long since divided into Lenin’s Bolshe- 
viks and their milder, hated rivals, the Mensheviks. Molotov even 
then was making no mistakes; he went with Lenin and the Bol- 
sheviks, and in 1917, when Lenin returned and the czar fell, he was 
a member of the Bolshevik Central Committee in St. Petersburg. 
His work on Pravda had already brought him into contact with 
Joseph Stalin, then an obscure Georgian revolutionary, and in good 
time Molotov made the accurate choice between that ascending 
Jeader and declining Leon Trotsky. In 1930, when Molotov became
